beneath with-'uncovered' heads the peo- 
ple did-honor to. those-valiant defend- 
ers of the Republic who fell in the 
sanguinary wars.. 


About the veterans' graves the old 


and young, gathered, strewing flowers 
oVer the mounds marked as the last 
resting place of the nation's dead. 


Reno has never observed the day 


more generally nor were the condi- 
tions ever more propitious. 
The pa- 


rade formed down town and marched 
to the cemetery where appropriate ex- 
ercises were held. 
The old soldiers, 


members of that legion whose ranks 
are thinning with the passing of years, 
were well in evidencee. They marched 
to the inspiring martial airs with the 
same spirit that led them to victory 
during the dark .days of"61 to '65. - 


Rev. A. C. Welch opened the ser- 


vices at the cemetery with prayer, fol- 
lowed by the readfng of the ordar's 
by Major Logan, which originally set 
aside May 30th as. Memorial Day. R. 
M. Priced president of the day, made 
a short address.- An- ode, by the choir 
and the. reading of Lincoln's Getty- 
burg address preceded the oration of 
the day by District Attorney Craig. Mr. 
Craig, In. his address, 'Said: 
sTVIy'Fellow Citizens, Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen:—Memorial Day has been set 
apart by our great nation, 'dot as a 
festival or clay! of. rejoicing, but as an 
occasion for the nation to mourn the 
nation's 'dead. 


"All over this broad 
land of ours 


in every city, in every state, countless 


' thousands congregate,' on 
these hill 


sides of eternal rest to shed the tear 
of vain regret for those who' have 
crossed the dark river, from whose 
bourne--' no traveller-, returns, and to 
strew sweet blossoms o'er the last 
resting -places of their well • beloved. '. 


Not-only do. we. as individuals .with 


heads and hearts bowed down in. grief

of mourning.

Is there not a bright side to this dark 
picture of our loved- ones who have 
gone before us? 


In a certain country in 'the far; east 


—a country now engaged in .deadly 
conflict .with one of the great nations 
of Europe—the death of a son ,in bat- 
tle is celebrated as is a marriage feast. 
His relations and friends think, not of 
o'f" his death, but of his achievements, 
heroes whom we have1-come here 'to 
mourn. -Let .us on Memorial .(Day. re- 
member not that they lie' here beneath 
the sod, but remember them living, and 
so remembering them .remember, what 
they, have done for us, whatthe'y have 
accomplished for our country." 


It is not-true that, the ''evil that men 


do lives after them, : the good is, oft 
interred with their bones."1. If Shakes- 
peare had' lived 
after 
Washington, 


after Abraham Lincoln or'in the time 
of William McKinley he would have 
written the "good that- men do lives 
after them." In remembering 'the noble( 
achievements of our departed friends 
we erect living monuments to them, 
and in so doing we cause'them to live, 
again and walk this earth with us.
